Washington—The food-stamp plan, by which surplus farm commodi- 


ties are distributed to relief clients through grocery stores, has received 
a remarkable vote of confidence in the senate, which gives this experi- 
ment a unique status among New Deal activities. 


Duiing the house economy drive the food-stamp plan was sacrificed. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wallace had asked $80,000,000 
for it. The senate appropriations committee not only 
inserted this item when it revised the house bill but 
raised it to $85.000,000. Senator LaFollette attempted 
to increase the figure to $113,000,000 but parliamentary 
technicalities stood in the way. However, the $85,000,- 
000 appropriation was approved on a roll call without 
a dissenting vote, and it is likely that the house will 
accept this sum or the major part of it. 


To Milo R. Perkins, who is in charge of surplus- 


commodity disposition for the department of agricul- 
ture, goes the credit for the conception and skillful 
establishment of the food-stamp plan. It replaces the 
old system of 'buying carloads of surplus grapefruit, 
oranges and other products and dumping them into 
the hands of relief authorities in various cities to be

from the ballot clerk which must have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other 
ballot can be used. 
Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare 


the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must 
not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


(d) A voter may vote upon a question submitted to a vote of the people by making a cross (X) or mark in the 


square at the right of the answer which he intends to give. 


(e) If a ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not 


more than three in all (of any one kind) shall be issued to any one voter. 
Five minutes' time is allowed in booth 


to mark ballots. Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking the ballot can be taken into the 
booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been 
marked by the voter. 


(f) After it is marked the ballot should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed 


indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the 
booth or compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot, or ballots to 
be placed in the ballot box and pass out of the voting place. 


(g) A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disabil- 


ity he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance, of two election officers in marking same, to be chosen by 
the voter; and if he declares that he is totally blind, he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among the 
legal voters of the county. The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such person's dis- 
ability.

A 32 year old lawyer was nominated 


for mayor of Milwaukee a few days ago 
by more than 50,000 of his fellow citi- 
zens. Last year a 30 year old Shawano 
attorney was elected judge of one of the 
most important circuits of the state. A 33 
year old Progressive assemblyman tells 
reporters that he will probably become a 
candidate for governor, while a Republi- 
can legislator who is not yet 30, and a 
speaker who is in his middle thirties, lead 
the lower house of the Wisconsin legis- 
lature. 


By such evidence and others available 


may v, e be convinced that toda3"'s young 
people are interested in politics and pub- 
lic problems. One of the most encour- 
aging trends of the times is the willing- 
ness, nay the eagerness, of today's young 
men and women to participate in the po- 
litical system under which they live, the 
government which today is the single most 
powerful force in their lives, as it is in 
the lives of their elders. 


It is youth's right, and duty, to assert 


its political prerogatives. It is a sign of a 
healthy democracy that young men should 
contest with their superiors in years for 
the honors and emoluments of public of- 
fice. 
It is an assurance of continued 


stability in the forms of our democratic 
system that the generation which 
will 


support that governmental system with 
its taxes a decade or two hence should 
get its apprenticeship early. 


That is not to suggest that youth alone 


is a qualification for high office. We do 
not subscribe, for example, to the claim 
that Mr. Dewey's youth is any reason why 
he should be preferred over older rivals 
for the presidency in the Republican par- 
ty. It is but to maintain that today's 
young people must look toward politics 
and government, in addition to business 
and the professions, for careers. 


A generation ago, and for many gener- 


ations before that, college students in their 
traditional "bull-sessions"' spent a great 
deal of time on what they hoped to do and 
become after graduation. In those days 
public office was an honor bestowed 
upon old men after distinguished careers 
in military life, business, or the profes- 
sions. Finance, the beckoning frontiers, 
commerce, they were the fields which in- 
spired young men's imaginations, sparked 
their ambitions. 


Such discussions are still going on in 


the colleges of America today. There are 
arguments that young people's greatest 
future lies in law, medicine, teaching, 
journalism, business—especially father's 
business, as former Governor LaFollette 
tqjd a Yale student meeting some time 
ago. 


But there is this 
difference—more 


young people today are encouraged to 
plan a career of politics—which in its 
broadest and truest sense is a career of 
public service. 


The word "politician" has been de- 


famed and mutilated in popular American 
usage for a long time. 
The dictionary 


furnishes two definitions: (1) "one versed 
or experienced in the science of govern- 
ment"; (2) "one addicted to or actively 
engaged in politics as managed by par- 
ties; often, one primarily interested in 
political offices or the profits as n source 
of private gain." 


If more- of (he- young people of Ameri- 


ca, the clean and intelligent graduates of 
our colleges and univeisities, chose poli- 
tics a.s a career and accepted the first def- 
inition, it unuld not be long before the 
second would disappear. 


Bccau.se there aren't enough men and 


womer 211 America "versed in the science 
of government'' there are too many "pri- 
marily interested in political offices or the 
profits as a source of private gain" and 
able to get away with it, the Hines, the 
Pendergasts, the Crumps, the Hash's and 
the Hagues of the big city machines whose 
vicious self-interest give the profession of 
politic? a stench which scares away the 
kind of men needed in government in an 
era \\hen government, whether we like it 
or not, is playing a dominant, and an in- 
creasing, role in the lives of all men and 
women in America.

A DEMOCRACY AT WAR 


When 300 of the French House of Dep- 


uties, a clear majority of the membership, 
declined to vote upon a motion of confi- 
dence in 
the 
Daladier ministry they 


showed with great clearness two things, 
first, that individually they did not want 
to interfere with the conduct of the war, 
and, second, that in their representative 
capacity they mirrored popular indigna- 
tion against the prevailing method of con- 
ducting the war. 


Perhaps the French people will be sat- 


isfied with a government change which 
may not mean any change whatever in the 
conduct of the war but when popular 
emotions succeed to cold logic in directing 
the terrible affairs of armed conflict there 
is great danger ahead. 


The winning of a war is a long sighted 


affair. In World War No. 1, in our own 
Civil War, in practically every long drawn 
out contest, the winner is the one xvho 
can keep his head above the smoke of 
battle and all the annoying goads that 
seem aimed at turning him aside from 
his purpose. 


Certainly the Allies have been con- 


ducting the war upon a plan the result of 
mature deliberation between them and de- 
signed, as nearly as they can figure, to 
bring about victory in the most cer- 
tain 
manner. 
They 
could 
have 
in- 


tervened in Finland had they thought 
it 
wise 
or 
e x p e d i e n t . 
But 
the 


man 
on the 
street 
whose 
emotions 


arise to the boiling point over the wrongs 
done the Finns has little or no conception of 
the difficulties of transporting an army to 
the north country and supporting it there. 
We would be astonished if any military 
man would advise any such procedure. 


But democracies find it necessary to 


appease the people and follow the military 
leaders at the same time. In affairs of this 
kind the people are generally not diffi- 
cult to satisfy. They will accept the res- 
ignation of the government at Paris as 
an admission that it was wrong and all 
the sidewalk gossips were 
right. 
The 


ministers will be shuttled around a bit 
and probably form into another pattern 
with practically the same pieces. And the 
military methods and objectives will not 
be altered one whit. 


Daladier has impressed the world, we 


believe, as the very epitome of Gallic 
caution and resistance. The bull-necked, 
calm-eyed former fighter in the trenches 
was trusted everywhere. If such a one is 
lost and replaced by another of the same 
character of course no harm is done but 
mere sacrifices to popular will during 
war may be deadly in their ultimate con- 
sequences.

Washington—Diplomatic dispatches to the 


state department indicate that intensive bloody 
warfare such as the world has never seen will 
break loose along the West Wall shortly. 


Probably the offensive will come from Ger- 


many. Hitler's recent conferences with heads of 
the army, navy and other high leaders are in- 
terpreted as preparation for this. 


However, the French also are seriously con- 


sidering taking the initiative against the Sieg- 
fried Line. There would be two reasons for such 
an attack. One is dissatisfaction in France with 
the way the war is being fought. The French 
people are fed up with delay and they are de- 
manding action. 


Second is the lesson taught by the Manner- 


heim Line, namely that these modern defense 
lines are not impregnable. The Mannerheim 
Line was modeled after the Siegfried Line, and 
the French believe that if the Russians could 
break through Finnish resistance, the French 
army can break through the Germans. 


The German army, of course, cannot be com- 


pared with the Finnish. But on the other hand, 
the Russians were seriously handicapped by 
snow, freezing weather, lack of daylight and 
the Finnkh lakes. 


In the end the French probably will wait for 


the Germans to march first. But whichever side 
starts, the loss of life will run into at least half 
a million.

J. EDGAR HOOVER 


Not many people know it, but Super-Sleuth 


J. Edgar Hoover had a private talk with the 


Monday Evening, March 25,1940 


Stinnett 


president last week in which Roosevelt gave 
him an emphatic 100 per cent O.K. This has 
completely quieted any talk inside the adminis- 
tration that Hoover might exit. 


Real fact is that there has been much closer 


cooperation, between Hoover and new Attorney 
General Jackson than press reports indicate. 
Jackson was not exaggerating when he said he 
was acting on Hoover's recommendation in 
abolishing wire-tapping. 


Exactly one year ago—March 29, 1939—Hoover 


wrote a confidential memo opposing a bill then 
in congress at the instance of Morgenthau's 
treasury department, giving government agen- 
cies the right to tap wires. 


Hoover's report at that time •was one of the 


most vigorous defenses of civil rights recently 
written. He said he had men who were expert 
in tapping wires, but that if he let them prac- 
tise it to any extent they would turn crooks in 
no time. 


He recommended that wire-tapping be used 


only in kidnaping and espionage cases, and that 
even in these, legislation, permitting it should 
be written by liberal lawyers such as Judge 
Pecora or Morris Ernst. 


Note—When Attorney General Jackson abol- 


ished wire-tapping even on espionage cases, the 
FBI one day before had unearthed a Nazi at- 
tempt to sabotage the Queen Mary. But day af- 
ter Jackson's edict, they followed the case only 
by shadowing the plotters, not by tapping wires.

Every automo- 
bile company makes cars which 
become obsolete in a year or so. 
Will the government soon prohibit 
now models in automobiles? The 
F.C.C. declares that the first televi- 
sion sets may become obsolete. Yet 
the seller of new television sets' 
knows that and has more at slake 
than the F.C.C. if there should be 
ill-will because new sets are in- 
troduced in a year or so. And be- 
sides the sets are to be sold to peo- 
ple of means anyhow who probably 
would be glad to pay a few hundred 
dollars for television sets, knowing 
that new models will come out sub- 
sequently. The seller, however, has 
already arranged a system of re- 
bates should new sets be introduced. 


Fundamentally the F.C.C. prob- 


ably isn't interested in the mer- 
chandising problem as such at all, 
but in getting complete control now 
over the recipients as well as the 
transmitters in television. The pres- 
ent law gives the commission con- 
trol only over transmitting instru- 
mentalities. Onco the F.C.C. ac- 
quires control over all receivers as 
well, the way is opened for a gov- 
ernmental control of nil television 
which is wholly at variance with 
the existing law.

RADIO BROADCAST 


From the wireless telegraph, the 


radio sprang— but it did not spring 
all at once! In my study of early 
radio history, three men stand out 
as the main pioneers. They are 
Dr. J. A. Fleming, Prof. Reginald 
A. Fessenden and Dr. Lee DeFor- 
e£t. All three were at work on the 
radio problem in early years of the 
present century. 


Dr. Fleming, a British scientist, 


helped Marconi in the test which 
sent a wireless message across the 
Atlantic in 1901. He stayed in Eng- 
land and flashed 
signals which 


were heard by Marconi in New- 
foundland. 


Dr. Fleming made changes in a 


light bulb which Edison, for anoth- 
er reason, had tested 20 years be- 
fore. The changes brought about 
the so-called "Fleming valve," a va- 
cuum tube. To this day we have 
tubes in radio receiving sets, though 
they are not just 
the same 
as 


Fleming's. 
/ 


Professor Fessenden of the Uni- j 


versity of Pittsburgh also played a 
big part in the early radio. In 1902 
he obtained a patent for what he 
called the "hot 
wire barretter." 


This was a small electric bulb with 
a very fine wire. One of his help- 
ers made a change which greatly 
improved it 
The purpose of the j 


"barretter" was to capture the tones | 
of the human voice. 


Fessenden's early trials were fill- 


ed with troubles. Working with i 
telephones hooked up to wireless j 
stations, he found his voice "drown- | 
ed'' by noisy wireless sparks. 
| 


That did not make Fessenden | 


give up. He worked hard to find 1 
a better way to send tones of the 
voice by wireless. A station with 
a new kind of wave-sending ma- 
chine was set up at Brant Rock, 
Mass. 


On Christmas Eve, 1906, wireless 


rher. on several ocean vessels re- 
ported hearing the signals "CQ." 
meaning "Stand by!"' 
Then they 


were amazed to hear a human voice 
coming through their wireless re- 
ceiving sets. A man made a speech, 
a woman sang a song, and some- 
one played a violin! Those who lis- 
tened were asked to ivrite to JR. i 
A. Fessenden at Brant Rock. 
j 


That broadcast did not make the 


world wake up to radio. The world 
in general "slept'1 until after ths 
end of the World war. Some newr- 
papers, and magazines printed notes 
on "the wireless telephone." The in- 
vention was something people won- 
dered nbout, hardly thinking of it 
as a real fact. 


The 1906 broadcast was "rough." 


j but it pointed the way toward bet- 
ter things. Slowly and carefully, 
scientists and inventors worked to 
send music and the human voice 
through space with more clearness.

1852. The rest of the money will be 
used to finance a $3,000,000 expan- 
sion program, approximately $1,- 
000,000 of which \vill be used in en- 
larging its Neenah plants.

l per cent interest rate. 


If approved, the financing will 


represent the second time in three 
years that the corporation has been 
able to reduce the service charges 
on its funded debt. In 1937, a §10,- 
000,000 issue of outstanding 5 per 
cent bonds was called and replaced 
with the currently outstanding 4] 
issues. 


The corporation presently is en- 


gaged in the expansion program.

Those of us who have been 
keeping bird arrival records for a 
number of years can be almost as 
certain of our dates during normal 
spring seasons. If the weather is 
unusually fa\ orable they are able 
to tiavel faster and they arrive a 
little earlier than usual. 


Bad weather causes

to 


travel slower and they arrive hero 
r few dajs later than usual. There 
is seldom more than a week's var- 
iation in their arrival dates and 
even a -week means that there was 
unusual difference in the weather 
of the two seasons you are com- 
paring. 


Perhaps the best way to find the 


date on which birds can be ex- 
pected is to keep a record for a 
number of years and then pick ths 
date which is the average, or the 
one which occurs more often than 
?ny other. From my own records 
I find that March 17 is my aver- 
age date for earliest spring birds 
and that the meadowlark is mos 
often my first bird of spring, bu 
there are four others who some- 
times appear before the meadow- 
lark. 
These four are the robin, 


bluebird, red-winged blackbird and 
killdeer. 


Last year, you may remember, 


we had a cold spell just about the 
middle of March and the usual 
eaily birds were not seen to any 
extent until after the 20th of the 
month.

Birds can't smell bad weather 
oming much farther in advance 
lan observing humans. If they 
ould, many species which 
come 


ere in March and April wouldn't 
e seen until May. A flock of black- 
irds, geese or any other birds fly- 
ng south in the spring doesn't mean 
lat bad weather is on the way, but 
lat they aie scouting around for 


a good resting or feeding place. Af- 
ter all, the poor birds can't travel 
in one direction all the time. A 
freeze-up will cause water birds to 
fly south to open water, but their 
southward direction is not a pr<. - , 
phecy of cold weather in the future 


These two fallacies, the "winter 


lobm, early spring." and "birds fly- 
ing south, cold weather" ideas are 33 
hard to down as the old one about 
the frost coloring the leaves in the 
fall. That has been discounted for 
so many years that only the most ig- 
norant still believe it.
